California Pig Governor Reagan 
has cutback millions of dollars in 
Mental Health Care ïnstitutions in 
the state of Californla. Reagan 
thinks he is so qualified and com¬ 
petent in the field of psychiatry 
and medicine that he can say that 
"only lOJg (10 percent ) of the men- 
talïy retarded and criminally de- 
ranged need to be institution- 
alized," So, for the last cuuple 
of years the state of Californla 
under the dir ect ion of Pig Reagan, 
has been f umte Hing thousands of 
mentally retarded and men tally ill 
{e r im i n . aHy der ange d) p atie n t s ï n to 
Black and other poor opressed 
communities, 

Th is slo w genocidal trick which 
ultimately eats away the cornmu- 
nity by creating the worse type of 
en vir on ment al conditions Is a pro¬ 
gram of the state presented to the 
community onder the goise of 
ttioaey and benevolenee, Such in- 
stitutions as Napa State and Sono- 
ma State Hospitals have to get 
rid of these mental patients be- 
cause of Reagan K s budget which 
cutback the fonds for the care 
of mental patients, Where are these 
patients placed? Predominantly in 
the poor oppressed commijnities, 
Why? Because the state through the 
various social service agencies 
pays up to $300.00 (three hundred) 
per patiënt a month and the poor 
need this genocidal welfare in or¬ 
der to survive In this oppressive 
present day society. The White 
communities can refuse to accept 
these patients because their econ¬ 
omie status needs no supplemen- 
tation and they do refuse, aside 
from the fact that they recognize 
the corrosive effect that this pro¬ 
gram wUl have on the White com- 
munity, Black and other oppressed 
communities because of the racism 
which determines their economie 
status are almost forced and oom- 
pelled to accept these mental pa¬ 
tients to supplement their low In- 
comes (particularüy those on re- 
tirement and pension). 

A case in the Haight-Ashbury 
community of San Franclsco (San 
Francisco is one of the most hea- 
vily impacted areas for mental 
patients in the state of Californla) 
where a young Black child was 
criminally attacked by a menully 
retarded, mentally UI patiënt is 
a blara.it example of how this af- 
fects the Black community in par- 
ticular,,.. 

On August 4, 1970, YvonneMar- 
la Wilson, a five year o ld Black 
child of the Haight-Ashbury com- 
mumty was playing with friends in 
front of her home. jim Norton, a 
mental patiënt living in a boarding 
care home on the next block, beat, 
kicked and stomped young Yvonne 
when the child remarked to her 
friends that "he was a retarded 
maV', Mrs, Wilson ha ving in- 
formed her children of this man's 
character and the type of persons 
living in the community fuifilled 
her obligation as a parent since 
diere i$ no protectioa for the chil¬ 
dren such as an isolated area for 
diem to play in, thus having to 
play in the streets and exposed 
to all tiie vicio.is elements of so¬ 
ciety. 

Foliowiug the attack, Mrs, Wil- 
sou and mem her s of the commu¬ 
nity went to the famiiy home of 
die mental patiënt. Mr. and Mrs, 
Deeds, an elderly Black coupie, 
who ran tlie boarding home, ex- 
pressed their concern and said 
they wou ld discipline the patiënt 
themselves or have the patient's 
psychiatrist, Dr. Dressler, do it. 
it was only af ter die threut of 
flling suit did Mr. and Mrs. Deeds 
call Jim Norton's doctor, 71»is pig 
psychiatrist, Dr, Dressler, stated 
that the maner was completely 
out of his hands and blamed it 
on Reagan*s cutback for mental 


care, He also stated that Jim Nor¬ 
ton was out on his own recogni- 
zance, foollsh enough to dunk we 
don J t know that it was on his recom - 
mendation that this manlac was 
released. 

At this po int the pig police were 
caüed to arrest Jim Norton. They 
arrived au hour later while all

still foaming at the mouth making 

threats on young Yvonne‘s ïïfe and 
threatenlng to kill the grandchildren 
of Mr, Si Mrs, Deeds, Jim Norton 
also qad a pop bottle in his hand 
and he then moved to strike a 
deadly blow at a youig brother 
standing nearoy. But was appre- 
hended by the people from the com - 
munity_ 

Upoii the pigs arrival they im- 
medUteiy assumed that the inci¬ 
dent was minor because tney could 
not see any surface wounds on the 
child (she was suffering from in¬ 
terna 1 bleeding). All the sympa- 
thies from the pig police were 
for Jim Norton "the poor mental 
patiënt who lost controt", Af ter 
questionlng Mr, & Mrs. Deeds and 
Jim Norton, who eoufessed his 
desire to kil 1 Yvonne Wilson, the 
pigs reluctantly cook him Eo Molm t 
Zion Hospit al* (Mt. Zion trans¬ 
fer red him to racist Presbyter Un 
Hospital who later released him 
back on die streets). Based on 
the pig report from the pigs po int 
of view that "the child had been 
siapped arotmd but w is more frigh- 
tened than hurt" is a clear exam¬ 
ple of their piggish attitudes and 
the basis of why Jim Norton was 
released from the hospital two days 
later. 

Yvonne Wilson was taken to 
Kaiser Hospital by her mother 
whose famiiy is a member of the 
Kaiser plan, and was REFÜSBD 
treatment. Mrs, Wilson stated at 
the time that her child had been 
1 'criminally assaulted" was toid 
at Kaiser emergency room by the 
head nurse that they didn't handle 
cases like that, even though the 
mother presented her Kaiser plan 
card. No examination by a physi- 
cïan was conducted nor w is aphy- 
sician consulted at Kaiser. 

Yvonne was treated by a com¬ 
munity physician, who found the 
child to be suffering from internal 
bleeding in die vaginal area, a re- 
sult of the stomping by jim Nor¬ 
ton, and traumatic shock. Mrs. WJ1- 
son was advlsed to file a compiaim 
at the office of the District At- 
torney, 

ün die foliowing day Mr, Si Mi'3, 


torney* s offee and attempted to 
file a complaint but were DE- 
NIED this right based on the fact 
that these fools did not feel it 
was necessary to put a warrant 
out for this extremely dangerous 
man. The real reason being that 
in order to prosecure Jim Nor-

of California for negiigence in tak- 

ing care and providing institu- 
tions for the criminally deranged 
and the District Attomey is are- 
presentative and appendage of the 
state, 

On Wednesday, August 26, re- 
presentatives of the Black and 
White community including Muni 
Bus Drivers, Women of Westside 
Mental Health Center, San Fran¬ 
cisco PITA, Associatkm of Black 
Psychoioglsts and Westside Com - 
munity Advisory Board, many who 
are Kaiser plan members, met 
with the administratkm of Kaiser 
Hospital, Including Dr. John Smil- 
lie, hospital administrator, totake 
action on the hospital* s refusal 
to treat this 5 year old Black 
child who had been attacked by a 
mentally ill adult MTiite male. 

In meetings with Kaiser officials 
the mother, along with other mem¬ 
bers of the community group was 
told that the head nurse *'assumed M 
that the child had been sexually 
assaulted and had to go to San 
Francisco General Hospital, Tbis 
was in fact not the case. The child 
had been beaten and kicked in her 
genital area and not sexually as¬ 
saulted, 

In meetings beeween the com¬ 
munity and Kaiser officials, Dr. 
Smillie admitted that it was an 
f, unfortunate incident" and most 
probably a result of ‘'conscious or 
unconscious racism" but yet re- 
fused to take any direct action on 
the compiaim in terms of the 
parties responslbïe for the re¬ 
fusal of treatment. The hospital 
administrator also refused to give 
the community group the names 
and method of reaching the Board 
of Directers of the Kaiser Per¬ 
manente Medical Group on the re- 
quest of the group who feit that 
they did not receive sincere and 
appropriate action from him. Fur- 
thermore, the Kaiser officials sta¬ 
ted that if die situationreoccurred, 
policy demands that it wou ld be 
handled in the same manner again, 
The community group was also 
refused, by Dr, Smillie, a copy of 
the hospital policy that refuses a 
patiënt treatment on the basis of 


sexual as s ault, the irrelevant 
argument used by Kaiser to de- 
fend the refusal of treatment in 
this instance, 

The group pointed out that this 
was not an isolated Incident and 
is a com mon type of occurrence 
that needed immediate correct ion 
and those persons including Dr, 
Smillie who refused to deal honest- 
ly and humanely with these Issues 
should not be in the positions that 
they hold, 

The group is angered and de- 
mands that Dr, Smillie should be 
removed because by his inaction 
and resistance to deal with legit- 
imate community de man ds, he sup¬ 
ports the instïtutional racism, pro¬ 
fessional incompetence, insens- 
itivity, and irresponsibility wfiich 
resuits in medical negiigence to 
the community and to the Health 
consumers which support the Kai¬ 
ser medical organization. Wh at is 
a Kaiser card worth? 

Tlie community further insists 
that as long as this attitude and 
behavior continues, the commu¬ 
nity wi!l mobllize to effectively 
deal with it to change it. 

The same re presentatives from 
the community whoexposed the ra¬ 
cist policies of Kaiser Hospital 
also moved to deal with the racist 
police, They me: with Chief Pig 
Nelder, the Deputy District At- 
torney Clifford and a psychoioglst 
from the pig DA*s office, This was 
to take action on how Mr. Et Mrs, 
Wilson were denled their right to 
file a complaint at the DA’s office 
and the attitudes of the pig police 
who were called to the scene of 
the attack. 

Acting in the manner that abt 
pigs do, they initially denied their 
responsibiüty in mis matter and 
Pig Clifford walked out on the peo - 
ple when he could no longer delend 
his lies and rationalizations. The 
psychoioglst informed Mr, & Mrs, 
Wilson that the police at the scene 
of the attack had the authority to 
issue a (5150) to Jim Norton (a 
72 hour hold on a person for psy¬ 
chiatrie evaluation), But because 
of their piggish attitudes they 
shined it on and wrote such aflim- 
sy report that Jim Norton was soon 
released to roam the streets again. 
It is clear to the community that 
If this were a Black person in 
question that you couldn't stop the 
pigs from writing up 515O’s — 
just like they write up tickets. 

Pig Chief Nelder recognizedthat 
the police acted iUegally and not 
in the best Interest of the com- 
mtinity. He promised to discipline 


The pigs have been sucking the 
blood of the people In our Black 
communities now for too many 
years and we are now golng to 
put a stop to this madness once 
and for all. 

To understand what I mean, you 
wou ld only have to speak to some 
of the people who live in the South 
End in Boston who are victims of 
inhuman indecent hoaslng or better 
still, take a look for yourself at 
the hoases they have been told Chat 
they have to live ïn because they*re 
Black and poor* AJUnost three 
weeks ago the house at 36 Brad- 
dox streel in Boston*s South End 
that was occupied by poor Black 
families just caved In, One death 
and several injuries was che re¬ 
sult of this, and yet the pig slum 
landbrds are allowe 1 to continue 
to snek the blood of the people by 
collecting their high rents on death 
traps. 

If you still haven* t gotten Lhe 
picture of the oppres sion that Black 
people in particular and all poor 
people generally, are forced Into 
attending; the Dourboru School for 
insta^ice in Roxbury Mass., Is 


the pigs, but tlds is to be seen 
for the pro mises of pigs have 
killed many people. 

SUMMARY 

This case in volving a young 
Black child who was brurally at¬ 
tacked is not isolated from the type 
of treatment Chat many of our chil¬ 
dren are exposed to daily, includ¬ 
ing the state and its fascist ap¬ 
pendages , such as Kaiser who 
supports such attacks with their 
racist policies, With mental pa¬ 
tients rapidly filling the homes 
of our communities it wül just be 
a matter of time bef ore oppressed 
people begin to understand the gen- 
ocidal effects of this program. 
Many of the homes in which these 
patients live are not licensed nor 
are the own er s qualified medically 
to give adequate care to these pa- 
tients and subsequently many of 
these patients are treated cruelly. 

The state of California makes 
it almost impossibleto acquireany 
informatica as to how many of 
these patients exist in the com¬ 
munity, licensed or iUegal. There 
is absüluteiy no co-ordination he¬ 
rween the various agencies who re¬ 
lease mental patients such as the 
Department of Mental Hygience, 
The Department of Social Services, 
county and loc al departments of 
welfare, etc. In other words there 
is no rigid restrictions as to how 
many patients are allowed per 
block, In Vallejo, California for 
instance, where $0% of the mental 
patients are housed in the minority 
and Black community, you canfind 
as many as 15 to 20 patients per 
block (of single famiiy homes). 

This treacherous scheme of the 
state of California “to pay the 
slaves to care for the lunatics" 
is quickly going to be reversed 
by the people—by putting the ln- 
sanlty where it belongs. 
The poor oppressed people 
of the state of California have 
compassion for the people who 
have been driven out of their minds 
from the conditions of this so^ 
ciety but the people wil! not aliow 
Che state to further sbirk lts re- 
sponsibility of creating adequate 
homes for these patients under the 
proper medical and psychiatrie 
care: to do otherwise is co subject 
the people to nrjrder.

Inspite of all the efforts of the Phil- 
adelphia pig department, the Plenary 
Session of the Revolutionary People’s 
Constitutional Convention was held as 
scheduled with thousands of people 
from all over Baby Ion attending. 

Bozo” Rizzo, the notorious ckief- 
tain of the Philadelphia pigs, had staked 
kis prestige on stopping the Plenary 
Session. He put pres sure on Temple 
University to refuse to allow the Ple¬ 
nary Session to be held there, He 
sent letters to the pig media encourag- 
ing them to print vicious lies about the 
People’s Convention. When these ef¬ 
forts failed he tumed kis pigs loose in 
a full scale attack on all Black Pan- 
ther offices. The brothers and sisters 
at the Panther offices righteously re- 
sisted these attacks, wounding tkreeof 
the pigs who attempted to hack and 
shoot their way inside in violation 
of the Constitutional Rights of the de- 
fenders. The pigs then forced their 
captives to strip naked in the streets 
while other pigs looted and smashed 
the offices. Rizzo triedto pin the shoot- 
ing of several pigs earlier that week¬ 
end on the Black Panther Party. Later 
Judge Reed set bail at $500.00 but 
pig D.A. Spector ordered the pigs 
to hold the Panthers. Judge Leo Wein- 
rott, a pig who delights in binding and 

gagging Black prisoners of war, set 
bail for the 15arrested at $100,000 each. 
But all are now out on $1,500 bail. 

But Rizzo, like all pigs, grossly un- 
derestimated the wtil and power of the 
people. Within hours after the attack 
on the offices, the people were re- 
opening them. tearing down the boards 
the pigs had placed over the doors and 
Windows. Progressive organizations 
all over the city issued statements in 
support of the Black Panther Party, 
and condeinning the fascist tactics of 
Rizzo”s team. The people made it 
clear that nothing could stop the Ple¬ 
nary Session. The pigs, re tumed items 

stolen from the Panther offices. We 
did not accept these articles. Our 
priority was the return of 15 comrades. 
The courts handed down an injunction 
prohibiting the pigs from violating the 
rights of the people of the city. By 
Friday night when the Plenary begon 
Rizzo was in full retreat, licking his 
wounds, 

Meanwhile thousands streamed into 
Philadelphia to register for the Ple¬ 
nary. Many more attended but didn’t re¬ 
gister. At one time there were over 
10,000 people in and around McGonigle 
Hall where the Plenary was held. 
Housing was provided by people in

Philadelphia and people”s’ food centers 
were operated by volunteers all over 
the city. 

The Plenary formally opened late 
Saturday moming with a long address 
by M.chael (Cetewayo) Tabor of the 
Panther 21, Tabor outlined the vicious 
nature of the present Constitution and 
how it has functioned historically to 
oppress the people ofthis country and 
the world, particularly people ofcolor, 
In the evening Huey P. Newton 
Minister of Defense and Supreme Com- 
mander, addressed an overflow crowd. 
Huey ran down how the present Consti¬ 
tution is the legal basis for monopo¬ 
ly capital the most vicious System in 
the world today, Not only is a new 
Constitution needed, but its needed 
right now, for Black people who face 

genocide will not watt for their free- 
dom. Huey pointed out that the people 
are not for violence. Whether change 
occurs peacefully or not is up to the 
oppressor who has at his command the 
whole apparatus of state violence which 
is used day in, day out against the op- 
pressed people of both Babylon and the 
world, Sister Audrea Jones of the Bos¬ 
ton Chapter of the Black Panther Party 
and Panther defender Charles Garry 
also spoke , Garry brought a message 
of solidarity from Chairman Bobby 
Seale, prisoner of war in Connecticut. 
He also told of how he became con- 
binced of Huey P. Newton”s great 
love for the people, relating kis meet¬ 
ing with Huey with two Indiets in his 
side. Huey, in great pain greeted him 
with a smile and the words “AU 
power to the people. 

The people’s love for Huey wasvery 
clear Saturday night. Thousands who 
could not be seated in the hall waited 
hours outside hoping to be able to 
hear Huey speak a second time, 
which unfortunately uxis not possible. 

Sunday the Plenary got down to the 
real business of putting together a 


new people’s document. Workshops 
were held on all aspects of the shape 
of a new society, its institutions, its 
morality and its culture. These work¬ 
shops hammered out position papers 
and proposals that were presented to 
the Plenary in the evening. Taken as a 
whole these reports provided the basis 
for one of the most Progressive Con- 
stitutions in the history ofhumankind. 
All the people would control the means 
of productions and social institutions. 
Black and third world people were 
guaranteed proportional representa- 
tion in the administration of these in¬ 
stitutions as were women. The right of 
national self determination was gua¬ 
ranteed to all oppressed minorities. 
Sexual self detemination for women and 
homosexuals was affirmed. A standing 

army is to be repiaced by a people’s 
militie and the Constitution is to in- 
clude an international bill of nghts 
prohibiting U. S. aggression and inter- 
ference in the intemal affairs of their 
nations. The Constitution also would 
support the liberation struggles of third 
world peoples. The present racist le¬ 
gal system would be repiaced bya 
system of people’s courts where one 
would be tried by a jury of one’s 
peers. Jails would be repiaced by a 
comnunity rehabilitation program. 
Crime would be redefined in a social¬ 
ist-manner. Adequate housing, health, 
care, and day care, would be considered 
Constitutional Rights , not privileges. 
Mimi expanding drugs would be le- 
galized. These were just some of the 
provisions of the new Constitution. 

The Plenary Session was marked 
as a strong show of solidarity aniong 
the various oppressed people of Baby¬ 
lon. The solidarity and mutual respect 
is the key to our being able to take 
this Constitution and make it a reality 

Plans for the Constitutional Con¬ 
vention itself where the will of the \ 
people will be concretized in a final 
document will be announced shortly. 
The very fact that the Plenary Session 
occurred was a people’s victory. The 
people can now rejoice that the Ple¬ 
nary has moved our liberation strug-\ 
gle to a new level.

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RACIST PIGS BRUTALIZE AND KIDNAP MOTHER OF 
TOLEDO N.C.C.F. COMMUNITY WORKER 


Saturday, August 29* Mrs, Ro¬ 
set ta Woodard, mother of 16 year 
o ld Alvin Woodard who is a right- 
eous community worker for the 
Toledo N.C.C.F, was enjoying a 
quiet evenlng at her home listen- 
ing to music. Around 3 a.m, she 
received three threatening phone 
calls insulting her and her son's 
functioning in the N.C.C.F. The 
anonymous caller was a woman 
and after insulting Mrs. VVoodard 
die caller stated that Mrs. VVood¬ 
ard bet ter turn down her record 
player because the police wou ld 
be out* About five minutes later 
the pigs arrived but Mrs. VVoodard 
did not iet them in. After the 
pigs left Mrs. VVoodard received 
another plione cal] stating site bet¬ 
te r turn her record player down, 
and also insults against her son, 
Mrs. VVoodard then called the 
N.C.C.F. office wbere Alvin and 
some other brothers and sisters 
were working, fixing up the base¬ 
ment of the building. She talked 
to Alvin; told him about the 
threatening phone caüs and the 
visit by the Toledo pigs. Alvin 
and hls cousin, Troy Montgorn- 
ery f also a community worker. 
left to as sist Mrs. VVoodard. After 
these brothers arrived they calmed 
Mrs. VVoodard down, but no sooner 
than they did this the pigs were 
bang ing on the front door again. 
Aivin o pene d the door asking the 
pigs wiiat they wanted. "Uponsee- 
ing him*' they began to feebly oink 
they were called about a disturb- 
ance and the record player being 
too loud. Alvin also stated that 
they had better stop harassing his 
mother. 

.After the pigs split, Alvin then 
left to take his cousin home, Right 
after he left his mother received 
another threatening cal] and no 
sooner had she hung up the phone, 
the door be 11 rang. Mrs. woodard 
thought it was Alvin remming 
home, When she answeredthedoor 
xt was the sarne two pigs oinking 
that her neighbors had ca lied again; 
saying the record player was too 
loud and peopie were fighting in~ 
side, Mrs. VVoodard then stated 
that she was home alone and had 
turned her record player on but 
it was low. One pig then oinked

"Wall I want to go in and see," 
Mrs. VVoodard said to him that 
there was nothing to see but fear- 
ing for her life she let him in, 
The pig went through her house 
and oinked "You’re right lady you 
are alone and the record player 
is very low/ 1 He then began to 
leave. Mrs. Woodard foilowed him 
to the front door where die sec oud 
pig was waiting. She got ro the 
front door to shut and lock it 
when the pig turned around and 
grabbed her left arm twisting it, 
and oinking "We got to take you 
in/‘ Mrs, Woodard asked this pig 
why was he putting her under ar¬ 
rest. The ridiculous reason this 
fascist protector of the power 
structure gave was that any time 
diey receive three complaints 
about the sarne address they have 
to arrest someone. Mrs. VVoodard 
then stated to the pigs that she 
wasn't go ing any where because she 
wasn f t doing anything and she was 
in her own home. The pig then began 
twisting her arm again. Mrs. 
Woodard began defending herself 
the best she could against this 
pig, when his piglet partner 
stepped in and grabbed her also. 
That's when she reaily began to 
fight for her life. The pigs were 
trying to drag and pull her out of 
her front door giving no considera¬ 
tie n to the fact that all she had 
on was a robe and nightgown. 


The next thing she knew there 
were five patrol cars and two 
wagons In front of her home, One 
of the pigs ran up and further 
brutalized Mrs, VVoodard by push- 
ing, and twisting her arms behind 
her and handcuffing her. After she 
was handcuffed one of the pigs 
pulled his billy club out and began 
to imimidate her iike he was going 
to hit her. Mrs, Woodard told him 
that if he hit her with his club 
that he'd better kill her because 
she was going to defend herself 
somehow, 

The pigs then threw her into the 
patrol wagon, but not bef ore they 
fnsuited her by ca Hing her all 
kinds of names. She asked them 
could she put some clothes on. 
The pigs said "You ain't putting 
nothing on. 1 ’ She asked them could 
she just shut and lock her front 
door and turn the lights off. Her 
answer was the patrol wagon door 
being slammed in her face. By this 
time Mrs. Woodard*s neighbors 
were awakened and began coming 
out of their homes to see what 
was going on. They asked se verat 
pigs but the pigs didn't give an 
answer. A couple of Mrs, Wood¬ 
ard 1 ® neighbors began talking to 
her through the patrol wagon win- 
dow. She told them what had hap- 
pened and they agreed that there 
was no loud record player or dis- 
turbance at her house and that 


RACISM.. IN TRENTON, NEW JERSEY 


ïn TYenton, New jersey (Capital 
city of the state of jersey) as in 
many other cities across Baby Ion 
the Black and White communiti.es 
are divided only by a Street, die 
Street is called Parkside Avenue, 
On August I7 f 1970, four young 
brothers (14 and under) were on 
their way to the store for their 
families and members of thecorn- 
munity. The store they had to go 
to is across Parkside Avenue, on 
Fekimans Street in the White com- 
munity, 

When the brothers got to the 
store, they found eight White 
racists, imrley men» standing a- 
round. These creatures began to 
make remarks about ihe vounv 
brothers and issuiqg cliallenges 
staring that one man could beat 
all foui youths. One youth, pro- 
voked by these verbal abuses, ac- 
cepted the clmilengeand ,\oi worry- 
ing about the size or age of these 
racists Hit one in the mouth. V 
fight ensued, with the rocists usitu 
chains and sticks and the young 
brothers, retaiiating with bricks 
and sticks. 

At this po int Trenton pigs ar¬ 
rived op. the scene and die brothers 
knowing the nature of the racist 
pig cops and knowing from their 
Mstorical experience that no jus- 
tice wou ld be dealt out to them, 
diey began to run home. The pigs 
chased the brotliers along some 
railroad tracks towards the Black 
community, TFiere was a little four 
year old brother on the bridge 
wbich crosses Parkside Avenue. 


Tli is little br other had been watch- 
ing the action and the broüiers told 
him to run home, The scared four 
year old began to cry and would 
not move, Jimmy Kelly grabbed 
the little br other and put him in 
front. At this point a mad dog 
racist who worked at the gas sta¬ 
tion shot at the brothers, wound- 
ing Jimmy Kelly in the buttocks 
with shotgun pellets. If Jimmy had 
not pulled the young brocher in front 
of him, the four year old wou ld 
have been shot in the bead, Kelly 
feil on the tracks and one of the 
other brothers helped him ro a 
yard where he thought he wou ld be 
safe and continued on to take the 
young brocher home, 

The other brothers ran to the 
Safery of the Black community and 
to get some help. While this was 
happening the pigs who had run to 
the bridge discovered Keih zUc : 
Ssiw iüm bleeding indhurt and these 
racist pigs asked "What's the mat¬ 
ter, can't you run fast enough?^ 
To which Jimmy replied, "ITn 

shot/' this pig smiling said 14 You 
ore shot arenA you?" 

A White girl who had been at 
the store when the fighting oe- 
curred, had heen sïightly hit» the 
pigs called an ambulance and took 
her to the hospita!, while Jimmy 
Kelly laid on the ground hurt and 
b leed ing. Fifteen minutes later, 
satisfied that they had found the 
other brothers, the pigs put Kelly 
in the patrol car and took him co 
the hospit al, Jimmy* s mother who 
is White, arrived on the scene 


and asked the pigs who had been 
shot. They told her that it was 
44 just a nigger", not knowing she 
was the mother of this "nigger", 
thus creating an explosive situa¬ 
tiën between VVhites, a situation 
so dangerous that the Mayor of 
Trenton feit it hls duty to in ter- 
vene. 

Tiie Mayor of TYenton, Holland, 
wem to Kelly's house and to save 
his White brother’s skin, tried 
to p la ca te the families whose sons 
had been so inhumunely treated, 
A brother had been shoc, a four 
year narrowly missed being nmr- 
dered and this pig comes ai'omid 
Cry ing co pacify.

"I know she (Mrs. VVoodard) didn't 
do anything but 1 got a ca 11 to 
come out and I have to do my 
duty, and if I don’t do my duty 
ÏTl get fired," Mrs, Woodard was 
taken to the, safety building and 
booked for three charges; being 
drunk and disorder ly, disturbing 
the peace and r es is ring arrest. 
She also stated that the matron 
on duty harassed her and called 
her several insulting names after 
she asked co cal] home and have 
her sister bring her special 
medicine for her heart condition, 
At this time because of all the 
mental strain and physicalpunish- 
ment she was subjected to» Mrs, 
Woodard was having chest pains, 
and thought she was about to have 
a heart attack. 

The pig matron oinked all she 
would give her was two aspirins 
and a glass of water, Mrs. VVood¬ 
ard replied she couldn't take as¬ 
pirins because of her heart con¬ 
dition. Upon hearing this the pig 
matron began screaming that was 
all she was getting and if she 
(Mrs. Woodard) didn't shut up and 
stop bothering her she was going 
to come into her ceil and beat 
her till she was quiet, Mrs. Wood¬ 
ard stated at the time of this 
interview that she couldn't be lieve 
the things that Alvin told her hap- 
pened to Black peopie in jails would 
ever happen to her, umil she faced 
these fascist Toledo pigs in pers on, 
She further stated that as the pigs 
drove away her neighbors began 
barraging the patrol cars and 
wagons with rocks and bottles. 

The pigs retaliatedby intimidat- 
ing and harassing these peopie into 
their homes, They then patroiled 
the streets and aUeys the rest 
of the night with between 10 and 
15 cars, Mrs. VVoodard f s neigh¬ 
bors also said that the real dis- 
turbance and loud record player 
was in the house right across the 
Street and that the pigs used this 


as an excuse to kidnap and brut- 
alize her, 

Toledo's gestapo pig force led 
by super pig safety directer Cllf- 
ford Quinn are stepping up their 
Intimidation and harassment of the 
Toledo N.C.C.F. in particular and 
other Black peopie in general, 
Their larest tactie of outright kid¬ 
napping the mother of acommunity 
worker and then almost letting her 
die because of iack of special 
medication while she was incar- 
cerated in the safety building, 
clearlyproves this fact. So Black 
peopie that couldn't re late to 
ar tic les in the Black Panther Party 
paper about pig police coimnis- 
sioners Rizzo of Philadelphia, Po- 
meleau of Baltimore, and pig 
mayors Daley of Chicago and Alloto 
of San Franc is co better wake up. 
Piggery big cit>’ style lias just 
hit Toledo, Ohlo. Tlie only way 
we can get rid of pigs like Clif- 
ford Quinn, Mayor Ensign and a 
pig pen full of die rest of Toledo's 
pigs is to correctly defend our- 
selves against their fascist ac- 
tions, Feeling sorry for a boot¬ 
licking Uncle Tom pig because h eTl 
get fired if he doesn't do his job 
and throwing rocks and bottles at 
steel patrol cars with armed pigs 
mside won't do it. We must arm 
ourseives with rif les, shotguns, 
and 257 magnums tooff the winning 
boot bekers and pigs who particï- 
pate in acts of piggery against 
Black pep Ie. 

Tlie pigs said " Anytime we get 
three caüs at a house we got to 
arrest somebody." The N.C.C.F. 
and Black peopie of Toledo are 
saying to the fascist Toledo pigs, 
We 1 ve h ad two ca lis o n you t h at' s, 
the last time you'U come into our 
Black community with your pig¬ 
gery, the next time we wül right- 
eously arrest you and the only 
way we arrest a pig is tooff him/'

soner, is presemlyconfinedatNew 
County jail while awaiting trial for 
a "battery on a pig" charge, He 
had been previously convicted 
along with brotiiers Romaine 
"Chip F itzgerald and Luxey Irvin 
by a racist Torrance jury on the 
trumped-up charges of ADW on a 
pig, robbery, and kidnap. These 
r e v olution ary brotlier s r e ce i ved 
sentences totalüng more tiian 70 
years from these charges. On the 
duy of their conviction, die spirits 
of Robert, Chip, and Luxey were 
ver^ strong and the racist pigs» 
nering in sptte, attacked these 
brodjers while they were in the 
holding tank waiting tobe re turned 
to jail. Tlsese revolutionaries de- 
fended themseives, subsequently, 
Robert was charged mdt "liartery 
on d pig." 

Robert was transfer red co Cidno 
to begin doing time on his sen- 
tence. vpproximately a mondi ago 
he was re turned co New Country 
to go to trial for this latest 
charge. Not too lon^ after he ar¬ 
rived at New County these fas¬ 
cist® attacked kim i f uin, Robert 
dealt with these warmongerers 
and wag placed In "the hole" 
ft>lace of punishment wtiere all 
privileges are taken away) for 
the sole reason that he bad de- 
fended hirnself After he was re¬ 
lease d from the "hole" these ruc- 
ists moved him to Module 27UÜ. 
This particular module is reser- 
ved for the mentally disturbed* 
Inmates are not supposed to be 
aliowed in this cellblock without 
firsr l^eing examined by a doctor, 
But the pigs placed Robert in this 
module despite this regulation be¬ 


cause they are trying to isoiate 
him from the other inmates, 

Conditions are very wretched in 
Module 2700. The pigs contin- 
uously har as s the inmates there. 
The module is never kept clean 
and some of the mentally distur- 
bed inmates defecate on the fioor, 
Tlie other inmates, like Robert, 
who were placed in this module 
for punishmentpurposes are sub- 
jected to mental torture because 
they're in the midsr of all this 
m adnes s. Very often brothes s us - 
tain injuries or contracted (to 
piek up) diseases because of the 
filth and poor living conditions 
of this module. 

It is very evident what these 
pigs are trying to do to Poliert.

The record in the instant case 
reveals that the trial judge was 
not only subject to condemnatian 
of a hlghly personal nature by 
appellant but, from the beglnning 
of the trial, was actively embroiled 
in a personal ciash with him, his 
co-defendants and their attorneys. 

As indieated supra, the record 
consists of a series of disputes 
bet we en the trial judge and Seale 
regardmg Seale's Sixth Amend- 
ment rights. Even had the judge 
remained completely unemotional 
and objective in his attitude to war d 
appellant, he was necessarlly a 
participant in disputes with a per- 
son whose conduct in those dis¬ 
putes he later was to adjudge and 
penalize, Moreover, it Is clear 
that the judge was never able to 
be unemotional and objective about 
Seale's conduct. He not only per- 
ceived himself as the victim of a 
concerted attack by the defense, 
supra pp. 81-86, bui he was actively 
hostile and cLarly prejudicedfrom 
the beginning of the trial. This is 
descrïbed in some detail in Argu¬ 
ment VIII. infra pp, 159-65, but 
wUl be treated briefly here. 

The trial fudge’s hostility to ap¬ 
pellant was revealed In part by 
tone. Thus Seale was never re- 
fer red to by name but always as 
"that man" (111), The judge was 
als o deliberareiy provoeative. In- 
stead of simply ruling on the merks 
of Seale's Sixth Amendment claims 
and informing Seale the issue would 
be senled on appeal. he erfgaged 
Seale in a continuing bat de, 
attempting in a variety of ways 
to force Seale to co nee de. Thus 
He l'isisted always, in denying 
Scala's rlght to speak for himself, 
that Seale was represented by 
"your lawyer", Kunst Ier, (112) 
when the judge knew that no re- 
pre sent at ion was in fact oeing pro- 
vided and that Seale claimed Kunst- 
Ier was not his law>er, Whether 
or not the judge was rlght in deny¬ 
ing Seale's claim that he had a 
rlght to represent himself, by in¬ 
sis ting throughout that Seale was 
represented he in effect for eed 
Seale to respond that he was not 
so represented so as to avoid ap¬ 
pear ing to accede to the court 1 s 
ch ar acter iz a t io n.

to force Seale to waive his claim 
that he had been wrongfully de- 
nied the right co counsel of his 
choice or to represent himself. 
Thus the court ar first refused 
to allow several lawyers to with- 
draw and even had two lawyers 
arrested and held in custody for 
contempt because of their f allure 
to appear at trial, attempting 
meanwhile to extract in exchange 
for their release art admïsslon 
from defeiidants that they were 
adequately represented by the re- 
maining attorueys and thus that 
they had not been denied the right 
to counsel oecause of Garry's ab¬ 
sence. Only af ter the government 
suggested the lawyers be released 
and contempt charges dismlssed 
did the court consent to do so 
without extractionof suchawaiver.

On Friday, August 21, 1970 at 
10:00, James Murphy, a member 
of theN.C.C F.ofBridgeport, Con- 
necticut, came to court with his 
lawyer, Richard Bieder, and as 
they tried to enter the courtroom, 
they were viciously attacked by the 
fascist pigs of Bridgeport. 

Steel was ro appear in front of 
the judge on charges ofpossesslon 
of explosives, another frame-up by 
the pigs In Bridgeport. The pigs 
said they had a warrant for Stee Ts 
arrest for shooting at a pïg in 


Father Panik Village. (A housing 
project, where they have a pig pen 
and 18 pigs 24 hours a day} ( This 
incident supposedly mok place on 
August 5, The pigs as usual have 
no evidence, which is usuaüy the 
case in the arrest of Black people. 
Their case of possession of ex- 
piosives was so weak that they 
offered a deal for possession of a 
fire cracker and a tv r :! ty dollar 
fine, 

The pigs in Bridgeport are so 
sick and depraved that when Steel 
did finally appear in front of the 
judge, af ter a push and shove in¬ 
cident in the hallway and the ar¬ 
rest of our lawyer for interfering 
with a pig, he was surrounded by 
10 pigs and the superintendent of 
the pig force. Also, another 
member of the N.C C.F, was ar¬ 


rested for Interfering with apolice 
officer. These people are guilty 
of interfering, but of interfering 
with inj u s t i ce, inter f er Ing w ith f as - 
cism, guilty of Interfering with the 
railroading of the courts and the 
System. 

Steel was kidnapped and ls being 
held under a $100,000ransom, The 
N.CX.F. of Bridgeport wül not 
sit idly by and watdi this happen 
to Steel, We wlll get this brother 
back on the stro eis by any means 
necessary or Jonathan Jackson, 
William Christmas, and James 
McClain died in vain.

Tony Horton also from the Jer¬ 
sey NX.C.F,, was held on one 
thousand five hundred do Hars haiL 
The additional five hundred was 
because he exercised the fifth 

imendment of the constitutlon. At 
the preliminary hearing the 
charge was disorderly persons, 
hut that fascist pig judge heard 
the words to the song and added 
the charge of inciting people to 
commit murder. 

The pigs don’t like to hear the 
song that we were singing because 
it talks ahout their destruction 
which is inevitable.

These inhuman pigs 
turned 50 caliber machine guns, 
riot shoiguns, M-l carbines, m-16 
ass ui; rif les, tear gas and other 
weapons against the people, The 
dirty pigs didn't allow any one to 
le ave meir homes and order ed the 
people who were put on the streets 


on the morning of August 2Qth, 
not to make a move, or "WeTl 
blow your heads off". 

These low-lifed pigs attacked the 
Black community with full mili¬ 
tary tacries. These imperialist 
dogs had assault teams, arrest 
teams, search and destroy teams, 
and hold and occupy teams. Every- 
body in the center was arrested 
and the inside of the center was 
totally desiroyed. 

These pigs occupy anddujiyter- 
rorize the people of the River¬ 
side Black community. They even 
stoop so low as to arrest and int er- 
rogate 10 year old chlldren. These 
scum pigs have pulled rilles on the 
people just to give them a traffic 
ticket. The pigs have ^topped and 
busted brothers and sisters walk- 
ing down their own streel. Our 
Black comnumicies are suffering 
daily from the fascist terror 
attacks and from the foreign troops 
who are sent into our communl- 
ties oy the downiown imperialist. 

The Black Community Informa¬ 
tion Center hasrdt only suffered 
from pigattacks and harassments; 
but we have suffered at the hands 
of Black fooi cultural nadonalists. 
The two biggest fools in River- 
side f Gai'y Lawton and Oscar Ger- 
m aine. wUh their inflated egos have 
attempted time and time again to 
close the people 1 s center and 
hinder the progress of the people* s 


MORE RIG REPRESSION 
IN ASBURY PARK, NEW JERSEY 


One way of providing knowledge 
on the subject of freedom through 
revolution is the selling of die 
Black Panther Party Newspaper 
Black people, oppressed people, 
can be exposed to many types of 
exploïtarion, genocide or degra- 
dation and not fully understandthe 
reasons behind it or Solutions to 
their problems. In Asbury Park, 
there is a need for Communica¬ 
tions to raise the poütical leve! 
of the people, in turn, giving them 
knowledge of how to deal with the 
oppressive conditions they are 
subjected to. 

The fascist pigs in this commu¬ 
nity move around like wild ani- 
mals, beast, ready to lunge on lts 
prey at any given time not caring 
aboat serving and protecting the 
people, just the brutality and mur- 
der of Black people. 

We were werking In the commu¬ 
nity selling papers and convers ing 
with the people. About 8:00 p.m. 
we went to the clubs and scores 
and proceeded to the White busi¬ 
ness section of Asbury Park. We 
stopped to convers e with a Puerto 
Rican sister. We explained the 
Black Panther paper and lts rela- 
tionship to the people of this com¬ 
munity. 

Tlie pigs with their inhuman cha- 
r act er is tics, went into act ion in the 
area of Cookman Avenue while we 
were talk ing to the sister, We 
heard shots from a pistol about 20 
to 30 feet away and saw a brotber 
runnl ig. The pig cop stood there 
like a metaLminded robot, firing 
in the same direction of a Black 
hojsing area, During this firlng,a 
young brother rode past on hisbi- 
cycle and the pig kept righc on 


shooting not caring about the young 
brother who had gotten in the line 
of fire, just how many bulleis he 
could fire, 

We apprbached the fascist pig 
and asked whac he was doing, 
disreg:irdi ng all farms of safety or 
concern for other people. The pig, 
insane because he didn't kill any- 
one, told us "Boy, if you don't get 
out of here, ril lock you up for 
interfering with apollce officer," 
Knowing die insane tendencies of 
this pig f we quickly headed to- 
wards the pigpen to speak to the 
Chief of Police. After giving our 
complaint we left and star eed back 
to the Black community and our 
people . Uier Crossing the high- 
way, we were vamped on by two 
pig cars and six pigs, AU itching 
to blow our bralns out, including 
cwo bootlicking nigger pigs. The 
pigs, fumbling for tlieir pistols, 
said, "Put your hands in the air, 
and don't move or you'U be daad 
men.' 1 

Surrounded by insane, trigger- 
happy pigs, we were picked up and 
carted off to the pigpen, After 
we got to the pigpen, they asked 
where we were coming from, We 
told them we had just left die pig- 
pen and they said, "We don't know 
what r s going on, sit down. " We 
asked if we could make a phone 
call, they said "Later, not now '' 

We w; told that wewerebeing 
held for questloning for a robbery, 
The person, who supposedly had 
gotten robbed, was in the pigpen 
with the fascist pigs, The pigsbe- 
gan au attempted railroading i^ro- 
cedure. The fascists tried to get 
dus drunk to make his descrip- 
tion of the robber to fit ours, it 


didn't work in the open, so they 
took him behind closed doors. ünce 
Lu the room, all the pigs coila- 
borated and tried to pin some 
trumped up charge on us. Tliey 
tried with all their insanity and 
with the asslstance of the nigger 
pigs, finally came over the pig- 
pen that we did not fit the des- 
cription, but the fascist city pigs 
still heid us, trying to pin some- 
thing on us, We asked a nigger 
pig what we were being detained 
for, he said that he didn't know. 
Finally, at 9;30 p,m. the pigs let 
us go only after trying to get our 
names and addressed, 

The irrationai and insane be- 
havior of these pigs can be seen 
as an at tempt to intimidate the 
people and stop them from par- 
ticipatïng in the Peoples' Revolu¬ 
tionary Constitutionai Convent ion, 
Plenary session. W r e are say ing to 
the pigs of Asbury Park, "We 
ain't going for it" we will iot be 
intimidated, we wlll continue to 
educate our people to the nee d for 
a new constitution that wülguaran- 
tee us protection of our rightsï

America 's judicial system (as 
had oeen pubHcly exposed and de- 
nounced long ago as being a jive 
puppet System of racist/fascist in- 
justice through examples, Infor¬ 
mation and political education by 
the Black Panther Party) has 
now opoiily declared itself as being 
FASCIST* 

And by whatever definition, it is 
FASCIST as pr act leed by Hitler's 
gescapo and noted Ln the war time 
history of Nazi Germany; it is 
FASCIST as San Francisco's Pig 
Mayor Mafioso Uioio Capone once 
thought of the era of MussollnTs 
Itaiy; It is FASCIST as can be 
seen today in the lackey neo- 
coloiiial (the invislble Imperial- 
ists') rule of Spain; outright FAS¬ 
CIST, period, as "the people of 
America could only expect to be 
the end result of a police state 
mock judicial System within this 
decadent capita list nation — 
Baby Ion— which is finaliy showing 
out as the foul piggish monster 
that the whole wcrld aiways knew 
it to be* 

But it can be dealt with, The peo¬ 
ple, on ail levels, have become 
sick and tlred of reiating to the 
cruel, racist and unjust verdiets 
and sentences that are being crim- 
inally handed down by one or ano- 

ther FASCIST court throughout the 
country — the vleious legallyneh- 

ingsl And now the struggie for 
liberation from oppression h as in¬ 
tens ifie d and movsd on a higher 
level; namely, "If the courts don't 
give justice to the people, the peo¬ 
ple are prepared co move on and 
give justice to the courts." 

San Quenrin proved co be the 
ace in the hole of FASCIST Amer¬ 
ica, On August 24, 1970, we (Si- 
mone Bressler and beonard Do.i- 
ald, Comrnuiüty News Service,San 

Franciscoï wtmessed the racist 
power strucrure expose its low- 

Üfed hold card- -the ftrst FASCIST 

illegal court proceedings held 

within the walls of San Quentin 

Prison, a first In the history of 

this depraved government* s "pub- 

lically announced' 1 secret trials to 

be heldonprisongrounds: primarily 

designed to induce prejudicial 

court proceedings to harass and 

intimidate "the people’ 1 in attend- 

ance, as we 11 as to further de- 

hum anize and unjustly bring to trial 

(Kangaroo Court, in essence) a 

number of prisoners who were 

being for eed to submie to the 

swine's per verred mockery* 

Even so f "the people" responded 
to the jive game being played by 
Nixon's, MkchelTs, Hoover's, 
Reagan*s racist/ fascist regime. 
Rallying together behindthemeao- 
ingful slogan of "secret trials are 
a tooi of the fascist police state", 
a miss protest by "the people" 
was scheduled on San Quentin's 
visitors' parking on this day, tobe 
held during the time of the inju- 
dicial proceedings (from 1*00part, 
on). Alchough the people from all 
walks of life, of all political view- 
points, of all cohrs, or of all 
whatever showed up to deal with 
the make-shift FASCIST court Chat 
had quietly been set up to be held 
there. Tliey arrived to find the 
dismal pig pen completely sur- 
rounded and bbcked-off one mi le 
away by hundre-is of smelly 
FASCIST pig guards -- the sick 
sight of murderous war-prepara- 
tion and hired-killers ln rheïr full 
over - kill dres > (automatic wea- 
pons, shotguns, magnums, gas and 
clubs, along with a rovlngpig "Spy 
Camera* 1 squad). 

At 2:00 Asslstant Pig Pen War¬ 
den Parks started check log off 
names from the list of flfry As 
each pers on passed, .ie was swept 
with a met al-detector and orclered 
to leave all pills and signs at 
the gate, Anyone carrying quan- 
tities of a newspaper, such as 


The Black Panther, was ordered 
to leave them at the gare* We 
walked^en masses", escortedby 
guards up the flower-Iined pa tb 
to San Quentin, past the closed 
parking lot to a large alry room 
set up with folding chairs, the 
correcüonai officers in-service 
training room--the site of the ar- 
raitrnment. 

This make-shift, hot, stuffy 
courtroom was patrolled byob- 
noxious pig guards-WhUe we were 
insitie, the rally was golngonouU 
side the gates. Fay and Marvin 
Stender, two of the lawyers for 
the Soledad Brothers, elaimed that 
on these grotmds: (1) The hear¬ 
ings were not open to all of the 
public because not only were sev- 
era] hundred people denied admis ¬ 
sie n t but ex-convicts could not 
artend the hearings* They are not 
allowed back inside the prison, 
but in an actuai public trial they 
would beadmitted: r^jjjrors wou ld 
be prejudiced against the defend- 
ams because the site would re * 
mind the jury constantly of the 
defendants' previous conviccions; 
(3) The trials would create a sep¬ 
arate class of courts, one for 
prisoners, and one for nou-prison- 
ers; (4) Sonic people who might 
ordinarüy attend a [rial if given 
free access to the courtroom would 
be frightened off by the admts- 
sion procedures. 

v jV, , # : \' { 

We waleed in the courtroom for 
an hour and ;,ö minutes untUJudge 
Wüson and the court officiais ar¬ 
rived in two unmarked cars, fol¬ 
io wed by five sheriffs cars con - 
taining 20 riot-equipped deputies. 
As the arraignment began, five 
prison guards werestationedaioog 
the back wall and up one side of 


the room by the doors, 

The claim had been made that 
this arraignment was unimportant 
because it dealt only with setting 
trial dates, and no other judicial 
proceedings were involved, That 
is untrue, The first case was Mark 
Osuna, a young red-haired man 
with a moustache* He came out 
chained around hls neck and walst, 
the chains crossed his back and 
extended to the Iiandcuffs on his 
wrists. He was granted additional 
time to negociate a change of law- 
yer . but when he tried to make 
a complaint againsc the sanicarion 
facilities in the prison, the judge 
ignored hlm, and calied the next 
case whiie Osuna was still speak- 
ing, 

The secondcase was Leo Robles, 
Edward Briggs, his Public De- 
fender, presented judge Wilson a 
paper stating that this arraignment 
inside San Quentin was a viola- 
tion of the federal constitution* 
Tlie judge refused to consider it at 
that time, claiming that the mat¬ 
ter had to be brought to a higher 
court* and scheduled Robles' trial 
and all other trials ruled on that 
day to be held at San Quentinu 
The judge refused to allow Robles 
to speak in his own behalf, and 
persisted in addressing tiie room 
while Robles was attempting to 
confer with his lawyer, 

Ttie tiurdTrisoier was Clarence 
Jacobs, a White Southerner in 
chaihs, He wunted a private iaw^ 
yer appointed by the court, ran¬ 
cher thau the PublicDefender. This 
the judge said he could not do* 
J acob s th e n re que s ted p e rm is s io n 
to defend himscl*. Judge Wilson 
attempted to humïliate the man 
by questioning him on his age and 
the level he liad reached in high 


school. Even though Jacobs had 
been present at five trials, his 
request to defend himself was de- 
nied on the basts of inexperience, 
When Public Defender 
pointed out a previous ruling that 
there were three points a prison- 
er had to know to defend himself: 
(1) the nature of the charges a- 
galnst him; (2) a potential line of 
defense; (3) the potential punish- 
ment, Wilson qnestioned Jacobs on 
those three points, Jacobs said he 
didn # t know them, and again the 
judge denied him the rlght to de¬ 
fend himself, rather than simply 
making him aware of the neces- 
sary Information, or ailowing the 
Public Defender to do so, 

The fourth defendant to appear 
in chains was Carï Black, who was 
attempting to get hls medical and 
psychiatrie records which the 
Dis tr iet A tto r n ey h ad co ntro i of, 
These were records which the de¬ 
fense needed for his case* judge 
Wilson told Briggs to speak to 
the D,A, persuiially to get them, 
and if that fa lied, then he could 
place a motton on it bef ore the 
court 

The last defendant, Talamares 
did not appear, The proceedings 
were delayed by judge Wilson two 
hours and fifteen minutes, and then 
rushed through in 40 minutes, 
Complaints were ignored, a man 
was denied his choice of defense, 
the illegality of the proceedings 
was ignored, the judge persisted 
in speak ing while clients were con - 
ferring with their lawyer and in 
calling up cases while the defend¬ 
ants or the public defender were 
stil! speaking* In short, these bro- 
thers were illegally tried at every 
turn, and "the people", surrounded 
by sweaty guards Inside, and the 
riot over-kill squads and gun tow- 
ers, pigs outside, were for the 
moment, hampered in a meaning- 
ful protest for the chained mad- 
men of San Quentin Prison, But, 
by whatever means necessary, the 
people are planning to deal with 
die future of such trials. 

As we ieft the in-service train¬ 
ing room two squads of riot po¬ 
lice, five cars each, pulled out of 
San Quentin, and dispersed the 
crowd quietly waiting at the gates. 
By the time we got ro the rally, 
everyone was gone, there was no 
one to report the events to, Five 
hlghway patrol cars watched as we 
walked the warm sunny müe back 
to our tlcketed cars, 

In itself there was nothing un- 


usual about another i lieg al 
arraignment, but it brought itself 
a step c loser to the fascist poJice 
s'.ate, to holding unjust trials within 
Üie walls of San Quentin, to secret 
trials where limitod persons are 
admitted to further the sham of 
"justice 1 '* If we, the people, let 
them take this criminal step, we 
wül be unatie to stop the next, 
and the next, and the next, and 
those we never see or hear that's 
go ing on. Even at this po int—the 
prisoners cannot expect a fair 
hearing; their cases are fabricated 
and surrounded by the iowiy pig 
guards who brutaüze and oppress 
them, But can the people en sur e 
that "honest justice" is meted out 
when ihey are olocked-out and iso- 
lated, finding themselves mom entar 
ily pow?vloss at the hands of fas¬ 
cist prison officials unable to deal 
with a moment's time to later be 
seized? 

But dlg, the fascist hold card of 
this capitalisE society has been 
shown, and It's a gamblers rule to 
use the "ace-in-the-hole" to 
strengthen hls bluff. The people 
have let America* j racist power 
strucrure expose iïs losing FAS¬ 
CIST hand, The pigs have been 
judlcially gamlng on the people with 
its many "law and order" make- 
be lieve courts of mand ar ins —its 
illegal detentions, imprisonments 
and executions. What this foul 
system of fascist government is 
putting down is no more than wlde- 
spread terror, brutalir> r and mur- 
der through both public and secrei 
court trials, and solely to further 
intimidate and force the people 
to accept the self-interest "iaw 
and order* ’ of BabyloiTs oppres- 
sive capita list society, If the pigs 
of this country's racist/fascist 
government think that the people 
are jiving when we say "the sky's 
the limit" to lts gold-plated super- 
rich bluff, then deep and sober 
thought should be given to the 
brave and courageous actions of 
foor Black revolutionary brothers 
who accepted revolutionary suï¬ 
cide just recently outside a Marin 
County Courthouse, shouting; "We 
are the revolutionaries] We are 
the revolutionaries!*’

So. he 
was arrested along with five broth¬ 
ers* Tyrone jackson, G regory 
Da vis, Harold Richardson.

But perhaps the most indicting 
of the actions of the police in- 
voived the death of Ruben Saia- 
zar. Ruben Salazar, a staff writer 
for tlie Los Angelos Times T. V. 
newsmen: natlonaJty and interna* 
üonally recognized journalist and 
recently elected chairman of the 
National Chicano Media Council, 
lost his Life, His death resulted 
from the over-zealous efforts of 
the Los Angeles Sheriff s Depart¬ 
ment, who bombarded a locatie n f 
solely on a rumor that there 
might be armed men In the place, 
The rumor was without foundation 
but Ruben Salazar stil! died from 
injuries to his head* Since the inci- 
dents of the 9th, the community 
of East Los Angeles has been in 
the state of armed slege* A Vir¬ 
tual police dictatorship exists in 
the area and is worsening, Civil 
rights have been abolished and po¬ 
lice departments reign as unques- 
tionabie authorities. Terrorism by 
the police has beeome a frlghten- 
ing reallty in our barios and it 
cannot be tolerated. 

This occupation of our barrio 
by the racist and callous police 
must be term Inat ed immediately 
The per sons arrested andjaiiedon 
rldicuious and manufacturedchar¬ 
ges must be reieased* Ail charges 
must be dropped* Furthermore, an 
investigatory body must be com- 
posed as soon as possible to find 
the murderers of Ruben Salazar 
and to assure that police riots of 
this kind do not occur again* 

The further alienadon of an al- 
ready alienated Chicano Comrnun- 
ity is being caused by the increas- 
ing brutality in the name of Law 
and Order fhat is being perpetu- 
ated by the various police agen- 
cies* Peace can be restored to

The National Chicano Meritor-

This opprotunity was used, how- 
ever, by the Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Department as an excuse 
to viciousiy and maüclously attack 
Chicano s — not only the many at 
the demonstration, but the Chica¬ 
no community of Los Angeles in 
gener al. 

In preparing for this demons- 
tration, we did everything pos¬ 
sible to cooperate with the She¬ 
riffs Department to assure a 
peacefu! assembly, Sgt, Uayes,the 
deputy in charge of the Sheriffs 
Personnei was Informed of our 
complete plans andagreedtocoor- 
din are th e dep uti es ac t iviti e s with 
our own trained monitors. 

From the beg inning, die deputies 
showed their racist and violent in- 
tendons by showing up to the ac- 
tivities in full riet regalia, In ex- 
traoreünary numbers and armed 
with detailed, fifteen page instruc- 
tions on how their organized attack 
wou ld beconducted* Using a minor 
and isoiated incident off the rally 
site as a justification, the de¬ 
puties WITHOUT ANY WARNING 
WHATSOEVER, charged, clubbed 
and gassed a peaceful crowd of not 
only men, bur also women andciül- 
dren* This charge was conducted 
in such a way as to corner the mul- 
titude between an impassible line 
of busses and police-line of club- 
swinging deputies. The crowd na- 
tu rally paniek ed; and many sought 
refuge inside the busses and pri¬ 
vate homes; proceeded toevictand 
systematlcally beat and club the

The M Tombs", a pretrial de- 
tention center for men located in 
the heart of the business-financial 
district in New York City erupts, 
and rebels against aconcentranüon 


camp type System bogged down in 
the guise oi unconsütutional high 
bails, crowded court calendars and 
inadequate legal facilities The 
M Tombs" a most appropriate name 
since it signifies a resting place 
for the dead: which is precisely 
how the prisoners are treated. 
The Tombs, a 12 store facility 
originally set up to house ap- 
proxlmately 900 persons for short 
periods of time before their 
trial; now houses more than twjlce 
that nu m her and a short time often 
turns into 3 years Each 5x9 
fooi celloriginaüydesigned for one 
person now holds 4 to 5 ; lt indeed 
resembles a mass burial The daily 
routine is so monotonous that it 
hardly pa ys one to get up out of 
his bed. As one inmate put it, 
you feel as if you* re belng 
suspended in reality for an in- 
delinite period of time, It is very 
typical for a prisoner to go to 
court onee a month for 16 months 
only to be told each time that his 
case is being recessed, put off, 
delayed, anything but due process 
and justice. 

On August 11, 1970, about 800 
prisoners on the 9th floor of the 
Tombs brought their plight into 
the reality of the power structure 
by seizing 5 prison guards and 
making 10 demands concerningthe 
inhuman conditions they and their 
families had received at the hands 
of prison authorities, Their de¬ 
mands included due process, 
speedy justice and adequate legal 
representation an end to brutal 
treatment of prisoners; proper 
sanitation, clothing, food and medi¬ 
aal care reduction of the prison 
population; and no punitive action 
taken against the participants of 
the rebellion. This act on the part 
of the prisoners was very pro- 
found and significant for it marks 
a turning point in our struggle for 
liberation and freedom. For op- 
pressed people see ver elearly 
that they must struggle against 
the participants of the rebellion 
This act on the part of the prisoners 
the enemy on his owngrounds. that 
in this case they took hostages 
which put them in the position to 
inflici a poli tical consequente And 
it was indeed a politica 1 move, for 
the brothers of the Tombs notonly 
wanted freedom for themselves, 
but wanted freedom for all 
“political prisoners*', They could 
have used the hostages to make an 
individual jaü break but they were 
re volutionaries and first, wanted to 
educate the people in a concrete 
way to the injustices they have been 
subjected to, Thus when they made

Unfortunately much of what Ls 
known concerning the rebellion that 
took place in the Tombs has been 
by way of the mass media How- 
ever, it is easy enough to read 
between the lines First of all the 
power structure is veryconcerned 
with well organized rebellions in 
prisons, especially af ter the inci- 
dents in Soledad, and San Quentin 
prisons in Caiifornia where 
prisoners took the ultlmate step-- 
a life for a life--in an atternpt to 


stop the inhuman genocidal con¬ 
ditions they were andere subjected 
to, 

The power structure knows that 
such actions will be difficult if 
not impossible to deal with and is 
trying desperaiely tostop them be¬ 
fore they start, In the case of 
the lt Tombs’' the representatives 
of the power structure namely 
Mayor Lindsay and Correction 
Commissioner George McGrath 
expressed f Genuine concern" and 
announced the forming of not only a 
team to investlgate the complaints 
but an im mediale plan to relieve 
overcrowding; The plan consïsfeed 
of transferring several hundred 
prisoners to an already over- 
crowded Rikers Is land and the 
transfer of almost 1,000 in monthly 
installments to thecondemned Sing 
Sing prisons In Queens, with little 
mention ma de of re c ondi tion ing t he 
old structure closed some years 
ago due to the unsafe living con¬ 
ditions. Of course certain prison¬ 
ers idenüfied as trouble makers— 
leaders of the rebellion--did not 
have to wait for this transfer plan 
to be put into effect, they were 
transfer red immediately to the 
Queens House of Detention. How- 
ever, revolutionary spirit is not 
vested totaliy in the individual, but 
is vested in a whole people, in this 
case the tot al prison population of 
the Tombs, lt is the conditions 
that created the rebellion, not the 
individual and as long as these 
conditions remain, the prisoners 
and their leaders will come forth 
to deal with the problem 

Given America' s past hl story in 
dealing with sociaJ probiems, 
where the symptoms and neverthe 
causes are dealt with, the re is 
Httle chance that prisons and court 
conditions will change For that 
would rnean a complete restruc- 
turing of the entire judicia! Sys¬ 
tem and there is no chance for 
such in this era of fascism* Take 
the overcrowding issue, it is 
crystal clear to everyone who re- 
lates to reality that illegal ar¬ 
rest, unconstitutional high bails, 
and archaic court calendar dates 
are the main causes, That if 
justice* as opposed to detention was 
the intent, most of the prisoners 
could be released on bail that 
they could afford or on their own 


recognizance The prisoners by 
their very actions know that the 
solution which would be posed 
would be jive and that no change 
would be fürthcoming; thus they 
took this opportunity to educate 
the people, so that the next time 
when they move to break out of 
the jails they wiil have the sup¬ 
port and help of the people 

Some prisoners like the so- 
called ^trouble makers" who were 
transfer red to Queens, have al- 


Cisco’ s United States District 
Court by the Legal Aid Society of 
Alameda County, charges that un- 
trièd and presumably innocent 
citizens imprisoned while awaiting 
trial in the Greystone sectlon of 
the Santa Rita Rehabilitation 
Center are subjected to inhuman 
and brutal conditions and are at- 
ment* 

The suit is brought on behalf of 
those men who are imprisoned In 
Greystone while awaiting trial be- 
cause they are unable to post bail 
on bailable offenses* These citi- 
zens, even though presumed inno¬ 
cent by the iaw until proven 
guilty, have not only been deprived 
of their freedom, but have also been 
subjected to severe deprivations 
and crude indignities simply be- 
cause they are too poor to afford 
bail, On the average* these men are 
detained in Greystone for over two 
months, and often for six months 
or more* 

These men are subjected to 
shocking conditions and treatment 
pursuant to the intentionalpolicies 
and practices of the Defendants* 
More specificaiïy, among other 
things, the suit charges: 

1. They are locked up in a tiny, 
drably pain red 7 foot by 7 foot 
cell with one cellmate for24hours 
a day, 7 days a week, except for 
two short periods each week when 
they are allo wed to shave and 
shower. The unsanitary cells have 
cold f loors, poor heat ing, poor ven- 
rilation, poor plumbing and no Win¬ 
dows to the outside* The ^ceüing'' 
of each cell is actually a w'Ire 
grating which allows the guards to 
peer in on the prisoners as if the 
guards were zookeepers and the 
prisoners the animals* 

2. They have no opportunity for 
exercise or recreation* 

3. While confined in these tiny 
cells, they have no opportunity to 
associate or speak with anybody 
except for their cellmate* No con¬ 
vers ations are allo wed between 
cells, and no yelling, whistling or 
s Inging is allo wed* 

4* The reading materials are in¬ 
adequate in quantity and quality* 
and there are no law books or 
iegal materials avaiiable, Inprac- 
tice, it takes a favor from or a 
bribe to a trustee to get even a 
book of inferior qualiry» 

5. Tliere are no éducational, vo- 
cational, or work opportunities 
avaüable, 

6. The prisoners must eat in their 
cells* The food is served by 
trustees who often use their dirty 
hands to dish out the food onto 
unsanitary plates and pass them 
into the unsanitary cells. 

7, The prisoners must use the same 
clothes, sheets, and towels for 
periods of from several weeks to 
many months, 

8, The prisoners are denied pro- 
tection of fundamental and es- 
sential preventive medical prac- 


ready declared this judicia! Sys¬ 
tem unconstitutbnai and thus not 
applicabie to them* These prison¬ 
ers understand that the laws were 

not made in their interest and cor- 
rectly consider themselves poli- 
tical prisoners. Thus, the next 
week, large numbers of prisoners 
at the Tombs and the Queens 
House of Detention refused to go 
to court. Stating very emphatic- 
aUy that they would notparücipate 
in a judicial system that did not 
represent them or have juris- 
dïction over them in any way To 
this act we say Right on! Their 
acüons in deed eehoed the fact that 
the oppressor has no rights that the 
oppressed are bound to respect. 

Prisoners in maximum security 
prisons, like Soledad, San Quentin, 
Joliet and Leavenworth and mini- 
mun security prisons likeHarlem, 
Watts. Huff and Bedford-Stuyve-

15. The prisoners are denied phone 
ealls from Greystone which judges 
direct to be allowed* Instead, they 
have been told that the personnei 
at Santa Rita run the jail and not 
the judges* 

16. They are cominually harassed 
by the guards who atternpt to break 
their spirit* The harassment is 
physical and psychologlcal, and 
cruel and inhuman. We aker prison¬ 
ers crack under the conti nu al 
harassment and on occasion are 
even driven to take their own lives. 

Greystone, which is the most 
depiorable facility in a deplorable 
jail, was obsolete when it was first 
opened as a military prison in 1943, 
and is significanüy more obsolete 
now. As re cent ly as May 1970, two 
loc al judges said that the condi¬ 
tions at Greystone are "a 
disgrace’ 1 and one of the judges 
called It tr a hole 11 * Nevertheless, 
persons awaiting trial, but unable 
co raise bail are condemned to 
the degrading experience of long 
months of idleness and harassment 
in Greystone* Isolation in such a 
punitive and tragic environment, 
according to the suit, deprives 
l 'esumably innocent persons of 
fundamental consitiutional rights, 
and promo te s a hostile attitude 
towards law enforcementofficials, 
the correctional process, and the 
communiry itself* 

The plaintiffs argue in the suit 
that they should be entitled co be 
treated as well as those who can 
afford bail, except for the loss of 
their Hberty. The irony is that even 
prisoners in federal and Caiifornia 
state prisons, and the convicted 
and sentenced prisoners det ained 
in Santa Rita are given substan- 
tially berter treatment than the

Compared to other insurrec- 
ciins, the Vesey Plot achieved an 
extraordinarily rich ideology* Be- 
yond a gener al hatred of Whites, 
Vesey combined rhe üld Testa¬ 
ment's harsh morality atid the 
story of the Israelites with Afri- 
cau religious customs, knowledge 
of the 11 aitian Revolution, and read- 
Ings from anti-slavery speeches 
from the Missourl debates, Ac- 
cording to one conspirator, Vesey 
"read to us from the BIble how r 
the Chüdren of Esrael were de- 
livered out of Egypt from bon¬ 
dage", Vesey’s favorite Biblieai 
verses were apparently from Exo¬ 
dus, Zachariah, and Josliua; * É Be- 
hold the day of the Lord comech* 
and thy spoil shail be divided in 
the midst of thee* For 1 shall 
gather all nations against Jeru- 
salem to battle; and the city shall 
be taken,,,.And they utterly des- 
troyed all that was in the city, 
boch man and woniau, young and 
old, and ox, and sheep, and ass, 
with the edge of the sword*" Con- 
cerning Vesey’s recruiting me- 
tiiods, another rebel testified that 
"he was in the habit of reading 
to me all the passages in the 
newspapers that related to St* Do¬ 
mingo, and apparsnüy every pam- 
phlet he could !ay hls hands on 
that had arty connection with sla- 
very* He one day brought me/' 
Ute Black continued, M a speed» 
which he told me had been de- 
livered ln C or /ress Uy a Mr King 
ou the subject of slavecy: he Told 
me this Mr. King was the Black 
ma.Vs friend, that he, Mr. Llng, 
had declared that slavery was a 
great dis : race to the country M 
S ever al rebels testified <f thai: Con- 
grens had made us frèè*\ and be- 
lieved—with an internationalist 
perspective—"that Sc* Domingo 
and Africa woaid come over and 
cut up the Wliite people if on!v 
we m.ide the moüon iiere first' . 
Gullah jack provided reem lts with 
Afrïcan religieus symbols, such 
as crab claws f'cullahs"), 
parched corn, and grouod nuts, 
which wo iL’ guarantee safery and 
victory* Blacks believed that they 
would be invulnerable if they re- 
tained these charms, and BjatGul- 
lali Jack himseif could neither be 
"killed, shot or taken"* Monday.

a memoer of the now defunct 
Black Congresg, which was sup- 
posed to be working for the in¬ 
terests of the people, but the goal 
of the Black Congress was far 
overshadowvd by thegreedy, power 
hungry niggers like Al Cannon, 
Htawatha Harris, Ron Karenga, 
etc. who controlled this organiza- 
tlon, 

The people became hip to these 
booclickers when John Huggins and 
Bunchy Carter were assassinated 
at UCLA early last year, In Jnn- 
uary, 1959, Al C&nuon was a mem - 
ber of the Community Advisory 
Board which was instituted by the 
pig establishment to manipulate 
and control aÜcommimiry oriented 
programs (Ron Karenga was one of 
the leadings pigs on the board, 
To Insure Can non and Company a 
stronghold in the miilions of dol¬ 
lars invested in this program which 
was speel fically geared towards 
helping the community, the Com- 
munky Advisory Board adv ised the 
Black students at UCLA to choose 
a bootiieker by the name of Charlet 
Tm nas to be director of the Black 
Studies Program, At this time, 
(january 15, 1969) the studente 
exposed Al Camion and the rest 
of the Community Advisory Board 
for what they really were—avari- 
cious, bootlicking lackeys. Two 
days ufeerward, John and Bunchy 
(botn leaders of th Southern C al if, 
Chapter of the Black Panther 
Party) who were attending UCLA, 
were murdered. 

Vfter John and Bunchy s ussas- 
sination, Cannon retreared into the 
background but he still had his 
fingers in every mouey pie in the 
Black community. Also during 
this time, brothers and sisters in 
Watts and Compton who icnew

Bunchy formed a community gr o up 
for the purpose of setting up a 
psychiatrie care committeefor the 
people in the community. (Note: 
Al Cannon flashes a doctor ace in 
psychiatry as his credentials), 
They had been working very dl 11- 
gently all year in wr icing up plans 
for this committee. Alter the plans 
were laid out, the people were in¬ 
formeel the treacherous Al Cannon 
had been hlred as director of their 
committee by the fascist power 
structure and would be paid $40, 
OÜÖ yearly, 

The people became very uptight 
and demanded Cannon 4 s resigna- 
tlon. They called several meet¬ 
ings demanding that Cannon be pre¬ 
sent but he has refused to atteud 
any of chem, In s te ad he sent out 
his henchmen to Intlmidate the peo¬ 
ple at the^e meetings, and at the 
last meeting on Friday, August 
28th, his official fascist coiiorts, 
memiïers of the L,A, Sheriff pig 
de parement tried to disrupt* One 
sister who is very active on this 
committee, Mrs. Moble of Comp¬ 
ton, has had two attempts made 
on nee life since the people began 
demanding Camion* s resignation. 

Al Cannon' s past practice and 
present unconcern for the people 
not only oti ue committee, but in 
the community, makes hisposition 
crystal clear. One is eitlier part 
of the problem or part of the solu¬ 
tie n. Al C ai in on is u ndou bte d ly p art 
of the problem. He is a pig, a 
traitor, and a deterrent to any 
form of Progressive change. Al 
Cannon had bet ter put an imme- 
dïate end to misusl ig, abusmg. and 
deceiving the people in our Black 
community or he will be removed 
wholly and resolutely from our 
comm mity like all reactnnarLes 
uïd theïr lackeys,

The 76 companies that control 
the American economy and the 
r acist busine ssmen who own them, 
are the main perpetrators of op- 
presslon. They are the oppres- 
sors. And they use the demago¬ 
gie (lying and deceiving) politi- 
cians as the main functions for 
tiie congame that they run down to 
the people. To make us think that 
everything Is done in our name and 
for our name saké. When it is quite 
the opposite, The people reaiized 
these things, and those who don't 
are beggining to realize more and 
more everyday the structure of 
this decadent society. And how it 
oppresses us. And more andmore 
everyday the people are also 
reaching ne wie veis in what actions 
to take in order to stop this op- 
presslon, The people don f t haveto 
be told that they are oppressed, 
they already know this.

Early in the morning one day 
Wayne Curtis, Marilyn Daniels, 
Cherly Griffin, Deborah Kinderfel, 
Solomon Kinerfel, James Poin¬ 
ter, Pat Taliaferro, and Phiilip 
Webb, were on their way to Rye 
Be ach In Brooklyn, New York, 
riding in a red volkswagon bus 
owned by Wayne Curtis, It is im¬ 
portant to note that the bus is used 
by the local br&nch oftheNX*C*F. 
National Committee to Combat 
1 ascism), An organlzing bureau 
of the Black Panther Party during 
the day to transport neighborhood 
kids to and from the N.C.C.F.'s 
free lunch program and Liberation 
school ( much to the dissatisfac- 
tion of the local fascists) 

Since Wayne and other com- 
rnunity people have been serving 
the people, they have beenvictims 
of comitless tncidents such as 
being followed by pig detectives, 
being stopped to have their li- 


and also being taken to the pre¬ 
cinct for questioning on various 
occasions, 

Because of such outright acts of 
intimidation and ii ar as sment by the 
pig department it is crystal ciear 
to the people that the pigs don't 
want anyone serving the needs of 
educating the people to this fas¬ 
cist system. 

in the Puerto Rican community 
in downtown Jersey City on the 
corner of Er ie and Barrow streets 
the bus carrying the community 
people was met head on by a 
speedlng squad car with two pigs 
in it. Af ter forcing the bus to 
stop the pigs jumped out of their 
car guns drawn oinking that "If 
anyone of you Black niggers move 
we*II blow your brains out, be¬ 
cause all we want is an excuse." 
By this time three other squad 
carS, two detective cars T and two 
motorcycles had appeared on the 
scene with each pig pointing his 
gun at the nearest brother's head 
through the window of the bus* Now 
the pigs moved the occupants from 
the bus curs ing and oinking threats 
of death, Witnessing this out- 
rageous broad daylight attack 
were about forty Puerto Rican 
brothers and sisters who voiced 
their disapproval of what was go- 
ing on by telling the pigs that 
if they harmed the brothers and 
sisters in any way that they 
wou ld never ie ave the community 
alive* Realizing that they couldn't 
frighten the po lid cally aware 

brothers and sisters, both Black and 
Puerto Rican, the pigs started 
pushing the people into squad cars 
for a trip to the lst precinci on 
Newark Avenue for further ques - 
tioning and intimidation. 

Upon arriving at the precinct 
each person was again relieved 
of their personalpossessions such 
as wallets, keys, money, pocket- 
books, etc. 

During the next half hoor the 


pigs thoroughly searched the bus 
and the porties coneerned for 

explosives, weapons, narcotics or 
anything else that could be found 
wMch was fruïtless. Also the big 
deputy chief Moran w ho supposed- 
ly lead tlie attack on the people 
started oinking about how sorry he 
was for the lnconvenience but that 
he had recetved a bulletin from the 
state pigs that said the bus , the 
community people were riding in 
was carrying explosives, Pig 
Moran also oinked about how sorry 
he was for the abusive language 
some of his pigs had used during 
tlie searcli a.id seizure. Pig Moran 
also took down the badge number 
which was ^1007 on a scrap of 
paper oinking that he was going 
to put in a report on this pig 
for using bad language. Af ter die 
pigs were finished with their at- 
tempts to frighten the community 
people, they were told they could 
leave. Af ter getting outside one 
pig handed Wayne Curtis and 
James Poindexter each a summons 
because James was dri ving the bus 
and he had ieft his license home in 
another pair of pants, and because 
Wayne had let an unlicensed dri- 
ver opecare his vehicle. Tlie 
latter of which is ridiculous be¬ 
cause Wayne didn't know James 
had left his license home, marter 
of fact, neirher did James. Look- 
Ing at the bus which the pigs had 
dismantled the brothers and sis¬ 
ters had to put seats back in and 
remove litcer thrown around by 
the pigs. 

And what has to be Iearned 
from this whole incident is that 
people oppressed by a common 
enemy see that common enemy for 
what he really is and began to re- 
spond in a united fashion to rid 
both communities of the PigsI

ün August 2L 1970, atlr30 pm, 
Brother Ronald Ailsworth was 
napped off the streets by two of the 
New Orleans pig department fas¬ 
cist dogs, Brother Ron who is a 
hard werker for the N,C,C ; F. here 
has been trying very hard tocolleoï 
donatlons from the businessmenso 
that we eau successfully imple - 
ment the Free Breakfastfor Schoo! 
Chlldren Program. The pigs view 
the Breakfast Program a; being 
a big threat to their capita! and 
see iz as being an effective tooi 
in explaining the txue nature of 
this decadent society. So in their 
all out efforts to sabotage the 
Breakfast Program, they moved in 
a fascist fashion to ripoffthe per¬ 
sen whom they know is directly 
involved. 

On this particular Jny Brother 
Ron hadjust returned from co 1 Lect- 
ing donattons, He ï.ook the garbage 
across the streel for the Project 
Sauiratiou to piek up. As soon as 
the brother put the box down he 
was vamped on by two pigs. Reed, 
who is known throughout the s^ro- 
jeecs for his brutal tactics against 
Black people, and the other just 
being a common ly known W^ïiite 
racist pig named Spong, stopped 
the brother and told him to go 
piek up the box, The brother being 
hip to pigs and not wanting to 
intimidate them, went and picked up 
the box of garbage. This is when 


the nigger pig asked his partner 
what could he arrest him on, The 
racist dog replied, "We can get 
him on putting garbage on a city 
Street without placing it in a con¬ 
tainer." Pig Reed then made the 
statement to the brother, "You’re 
the one whose been going around 
picking up donatioiis, You'reunder 
arrest/' Brother Ron didn't re- 
sist, he got into the car, and they 
drove off* 

They took the brother to a back 
Street and told him to get out. 
Ray Rec j handeuffed the brother 
and started beating him In the 
back with his black jack. He began 
making statements such as "Why 
don 1 1 you resist nigger, so I can 
pop you in your head, you ain't 
nothing but a punk," .Yfter this 
he started [mnehing the brother 
in the mouth, He then threw the 
brother ïn the car and took him 
to die precinct. Thece the pigs 
continued their harassment, by 
trying to get information from the 
brother and threatening his Life, 
They charged him with putting gar¬ 
bage In the city streets and re- 
fusal to put it in a container. Me 
was then Iet out on parole, 

After geidng out of jall, he was 
stopped again by the pigs and re- 
searched. During the research the 
pigs suddenly came up with a stick 
of reef er. These pigs have s too ped 
to the low level of actuallv plant¬ 


ing weed on the brother. Me was 
then re-arrested and charged with 
possession of narcotics. Bond was 
set at $l f 00Q. The pigs thought 
they had for a whiie stopped the 
functioning of the Breakfast Pro¬ 
gram, but because of their pig 
mencalities, they don't understand 
that because they jail a servant 
of the people, a revolutionary, that 
they didn't jail the revolution, Tlie 
members of the N.C,C,F, here are 
co ur age ou s warr lor s th a t ar e goi ng 
forth to meet the people* s baslc 
needs and desires and cannot for 
one moment be intimidated by the 
pigs. They attempted to break the 
spirit of Brother Ron and faïied, 
because the spirit of a revolu- 
flonary can't be broken. Brother 
Kon is out on bail and back serving 
the peopie and exposing the pigs 
for what they really are* We know 
that in the final stages of the strug¬ 
gle that the people will have com¬ 
plete victory andthere wüibe death 
to the pigs* So as they (the pigs) 
intens ify their efforts further to 
suppress the people and the peo- 
ple's servants, we will definitely 
intens ify our efforts in organizing 
the people co bring about their 
tota 1 destructlon.

4. We want decent housing. fit for shelter of human beings. 

We .believe thal if the white landlords wül not give decent housing io 
our black community, then the housing and the land should be made into 
coope ra lives so thal our community, with government aid. can build and 
make decent housing for Us people. 

5* We want education for our people thal exposes the true nature of this 
decadent American society. We want education that teaches us our true 
hisfory and our role in the present-day society. 

We believe in an education al System that will give to our people a knowl- 
edge of seïf. If a man does not have knowïedge of himself and his position 
in society and the world, then he has little chance.to relate to anythmg 
else.

6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service. 

We believe that Black peopla should not be forced to fight in the mili¬ 
tary service to defend a radst government that does not proleet us. We 
will not fight and kil 1 other people of color in the world who, like black 
people, are being vretimized by the white racist government of America, 
We will proted ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and the racist military, by whatever means necessary. 


7. We want an immediatr end to POLICE BRUTALiTY and ML 1 ROER 
of black people. 


We believe we can end police bmtality in our black community by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppressiun and brutality, The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We thefefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense. 


8. We want freedom for all black men held in federal, state, couiiiy 
and city prisons and jails. 


We believe ihal all black people should be released from the many 
pils and pnsons because ttpy have not received a fair and impartial trial 

9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried in court by 
a jury of their peer group or 'people from their black communUies, as 
defined bv the Constitution of the United States. 


We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
60 that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S Constitution gives a man j right to be tried by his peer group, A peer 
is a person from a similar economie, sociab religious. geographical, en- 
vironmental, hiltorical and racial background. To do this the court wiü be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant ca me. We have been, and are being tried by all-white jufies 
that have no understanding of the ‘average reasoning man” of the black 
community. 


10. We want land. bread, housing, education. clothing, justtee and peace. 
And as our major politica! objective, a United Nations-supervised plebis- 
cite to be held throughout the black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will bc allowed to pariicipate. for the purpose of determlriing the 
w ill of black people as to their national destiny. 


When. in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
peopïe to dissolve the polttical bands which have connected them with 
another. and to assume. among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station io which the laws of nature and naturq h s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that tbey should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hoïd these trulhs to be self-evident, that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable righls; 
that among these are life, liberty. and Ihc pursuit of happiness, That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instituled among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the governed; that, whenever any form of 
government becomes destruetive of these ends. it is the right of the people 
to aller nr lo aboltsh it, and to institute a new government, laving its 
foundation on such principles, and organizing its powers in such form, as 
lo them shail seem most Jikely lo effect their saTely and happiness. Pru¬ 
dente indeed wdl dictate that governments long established should nol 
be changeti for lighf and iransient causes; and. accordingly, alt experience 
hath shown. thal mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
suffe ra blo. ihan lo right themselves bv abohshmg the forms to which they 
are accustomed But. when a long train of abuses and usurpations. pur-
